Case Vehicle (A): 2002 Dodge Vehicle (B): 2002 Ford

SITUATION 

1 It was dark and snowing, and the two-lane asphalt roadway was snow covered 
and slippery when 2 case vehicle (A) was traveling south at an unknown speed in 
the southbound lane and 3 vehicle (B) was traveling north at an unknown speed 
in the northbound lane. As the two vehicles approached each other, the driver of 
vehicle (B) lost control of the vehicle due to the slippery road conditions and 
vehicle (B) veered onto the rightshoulderof the road. The driver of vehicle (B) 
steered to the left to reenter the roadway and the vehicle crossed the northbound 
lane and went into the southbound lane where the front end struck the left front of 
case vehicle (A). Both vehicles were towed due to damage. 



The police accident report indicates A-level injuries for the driver and right-front 
passenger of case vehicle (A), who were transported to a level-one trauma 
center by ambulance and hospitalized for seven days. The police accident report 
indicates C -level injuries for the driver and O-level injuries for the right- front 
passenger of vehicle (B), but neither sought medical treatment. The driver of 
vehicle (B) had been drinking and a blood alcohol test revealed a blood alcohol 
level of .05 percent. 



GENERAL VEHICLE DAMAGE AND ESTIMATED CRASH 
SEVERITIES 

4 5 Damage to case vehicle (A) was severe. Direct da mage to the front began at 
the left-front bumper corner and extended 95-cm to the right, resulting in 58- 
percent vehicle overlap (VOL). 6 The maximum crush was 79 cm atthe left-front 
bumper corner. 

7 8 Damage to vehicle (B) was severe. 9 Direct damage extended across the 
entire frontal plane. 10_The maximum crush was 63 cm atthe right- front bumper 
corner. l^The left fender was shifted 46 cm to the left, 12 the leftwheelbase was 
reduced by 9 cm, and the right wheelbase was reduced by 3 cm. 

Using the WinSMASH crash-reconstruction program and crush profiles 
measured for 13 14 15 16 case vehicle (A) and 17 18 19 20 vehicle (B),the 
following impact severities were estimated:

DESCRIPTION OF DAMAGE TO CASE VEHICLE (A) 
Exterior 

In the front, 2^ the left and center portions of the bumper, the grille, and the hood 
were crushed rearward. 22 The hood was buckled and the hood latch was 
damaged and jammed closed. 23 The left hood hinge was bentto the left, 24 the 



right hood hinge was deflected to the right, and 2_5 the rear edge of the hood was 
elevated and 26 it contacted and cracked the lower-left portion of the windshield. 
27 The right portion of the windshield was cracked due to body distortion. 

On the leftside, 28 the fender, the front wheel, and the upper and lower sections 
of the A -pillar were crushed rearward. 29_ The left- front wheel rim was dented, the 
tire was flat, and tire rotation was restricted from contact with the wheel well. 30 
The driver door was reportedly jammed closed after the impact but the left-rear 
door had remained closed and operational. However, 31 32 rescue personnel 
had cut the uppersections of the A- and B-pillars and 33 34 had removed both 
left-side doors at the hinges to extricate the driver. 35^ The glazing of the driver 
door was broken out but36 the left-rear door glazing was intact. 3_7 There was no 
other left-side damage, but the leftwheelbase was reduced 56 cm. 

38 There was no damage to the rear of the case vehicle. 39 On the right side, the 
sheet metal on the forward portion of the fender was displaced to the left. 40 
Both right-side doors remained closed and operational and all right-side glazing 
was intact. 41 There was no other right-side damage, but the right wheelbase 
was increased 7 cm. 

Interior 

Case vehicle (A) was equipped with steering-wheel and dash-mounted frontal- 
impact airbags, and 42 43 44 45 both deployed during the frontal impact. There 
was no damage to the steering-wheel airbag but the fabric was stained with 
blood. 46 There was no damage to the steering-wheel airbag module covers. 47 

48 The lower rim of the steering-wheel was bent forward 9 cm. 49 The steering 
column was deflected up and to the right. 5JD 51 The interior panel of the driver 
door had been removed and the panel and the forward portion was cracked and 
broken. The door hardware and the door armrest were scuffed and the door 



glazing was broken out. 52 The left roof siderail and roof were buckled. 53 The 
upper portion of the left A-pillar cover had been cut by rescue and itwas twisted, 
and the windshield header was deflected up and to the rear. 54 The upper 
instrument panel was bowed and itwas split above and to the left of the steering 
wheel. 55 The far- left portion of the mid-instrument panel plastic was scuffed and 
cracked. 56 The driver knee bolster cover below and to the right of the steering 
column was scuffed and loosened, 57 58 but the backside of the knee bolster 
cover was undamaged. 59 The leftside of the driver-seat backrest was dented, 
the seat was leaning to the left, and the seat adjuster was jammed with the seat 
in a mid-track position. 60 The instrument-panel covers were broken, the control 
knob and levers were knocked off, the upper vent outlets were displaced, and 61 
the gas pedal was bent. 

62 In the center-front area, the roof-mounted console was displaced, the face of 
the center instrument stack was dislodged and scuffed, and 63 the face of the 
vertical console was broken in several places. 64 The floor-mounted 
transmission selection knob was detached from the shift lever and 65 the center 
console armrest was deflected to the left. 

66 67 68 69 70 In the right- front passenger area, there was no damage to the 
dash-mounted airbag or module cover, but the airbag fabric was stained with 
drops of blood and had been punctured by a hypodermic needle used by EMS 
following the crash. T^The glove-compartment door was scuffed and the heater 
duct had become partially detached. 72 There was no otherdamage to the right- 
front passenger area. 

73 74 75 76 There was no other interior damage. The following intrusions were 
noted and measured:

OCCUPANT KINEMATICS AND INJURIES 

84 The 5-ft, 9-in, 180-lb, 61-year-old male driver was using the available three- 
point belt 8_5 and the steering-wheel airbag deployed. 86 The belt webbing was 
cut by rescue, and 8J7 webbing marks on the D-ring and 88 sliding latch plate 
indicate belt use. 



On impact, the driver moved forward relative to the vehicle interior into the 
seatbeltand airbag. He sustained a contusion to the left shoulder, possibly due 
to loading by the shoulder belt. He sustained lacerations to the leftside of the 
forehead and the right side of the lower lip, and an abrasion to the right eyelid, 
possibly from contact by the deploying airbag and/or from the airbag flinging his 
right hand into his face, as indicated by contusions to the dorsal aspect of his 
hand and fingers. He sustained contusions to the medial aspect of the right upper 
arm and right forearm, possibly from contact by the deploying airbag. He 
sustained contusions to the palmar aspect of the left fingers and a laceration to 
the palmar aspect of the left hand, possibly from contact with the steering-wheel 
rim and/or contact with the instrument panel. He sustained fractures to the 



anterolateral aspect of right ribs 3 through 7 and contusions to the upper-right 
area of the chestfrom unknown sources. He sustained contusions to the upper- 
left area of the abdomen, possibly due to contact with the steering-wheel rim, 89 
as evidenced by the deformed lower rim of the steering wheel. He sustained 
fractures to the posterior aspect of left ribs 6 and 7 with hemothorax and a left 
pulmonary contusion from unknown sources. He sustained a contusion to the 
right elbow, possibly due to contact by the right- front passenger. He sustained a 
fracture to the left femoral neck and comminuted fractures to the proximal 
aspects of the left tibia and fibula, probably due to contact with the knee bolster, 
56 as evidenced by scuffmarks. He sustained an open comminuted fracture to 
the right calcaneous with partial disarticulation, fractures to the intra-articular 
aspect of the first phalange and navicular bone of the leftfoot, and contusions to 
the left toes, probably due to contact with the toepan. 

90 The 5 -ft, 5 -in, 146-lb, 49-year-old female right-front passenger was using the 
available three-point belt 91 and the dash-mounted airbag deployed. 92 Load 
marks on the D-ring from the belt webbing indicate belt use. 

Just prior to impact, the right-front passenger reportedly reached out to brace 
herself by placing her left hand on the center instrument stack. During the frontal 
impact, she moved forward into the belt restraints and airbag. She sustained a 
displaced fracture to the shaft of the left radius and a comminuted fracture to the 
shaft of the left ulna, probably due to bracing against the center stack, but 
possibly due to contact by the deploying airbag. She sustained an abrasion to the 
leftside of the nose, probably from contact by the deploying airbag. She 
sustained contusions to the right and left lower regions of the abdomen and 
abrasions to the right and left hips, probably from loading by the lap belt. She 
sustained a contusion to the lateral aspect of the left knee and a contusion and 
abrasion to the medial aspect of the right knee, probably due to knee contact with 
the knee bolster/glove-box door, 71 as evidenced by a scuffmark. She sustained 



fractures to the right medial malleolus and right navicular bone, and a 
comminuted fracture to the right cuboid bone that extended into the articular 
surface, probably from loading of the right foot by the toepan. 

The following tables and attached drawings 93^94 summarize the injuries for the 
two occupants of case vehicle (A).
